Fifteen Hundred Me" to Have 
I Three Months Course 
I There 

“Fifteen hundred men from 
Southern California for Camp 
Throop, Pasadena, by May 10,’’ 
is the order received at the mili¬ 
tary Training Camp headquar¬ 
ters, 749 South Springs Street, 
Los Angeles from the command¬ 
ing officer of the Western De¬ 
partment of the United States 
Army. 

Enrollments have staited this 
morning and applications will be 
received from men between the 
ages of seventeen years and nine 
months and forty-three years 
and nine months, 
j Under Government Control 
! Throop camp is planned as a 
! supplementary camp to the Offi¬ 
cers’ Training Camp at the 
Presidio, which will be establish¬ 
ed under the War Department’s 
authority upon the campus of 
the Throop College of Technol¬ 
ogy. The camp will provide a 
three months’ course of instruc- 
' tion to lit men for the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps and for active 
service in the commissioned 
ranks of the new aimy. 

Upon completion of the three 
months’ course each applicant 
will be given a certificate of his 
military efficiency and also the 
recommendation of the camp 
commander which will be cred¬ 
ited according to his record and 
advancement in the camp.

State Legislatures 

Work Is Finished 


Bzeramento—With the usual, all- 
day, all-night uniiitorruiited session, 
marked by the time-honored scramble 
to save pet measures at the eleventh 
hour, the Forty-second California Leg- 
ialature closed shop Friday by the 
House and Senate clocks, but the rest 
of the State was winding up its work 
and business of Saturdsy. Adjourn¬ 
ment sine die was fixed for Friday, and 
in order to live up to the letter—if 
not the spirit—of the resolution, the 
overworked clocks in both houses were 
stopped shortly before the hour of 12, 
noon, and will mark that time until 
the forty-third session, or an extra •«»- 
aion conies along to start the wheel* 
and hands again. 

Hundreds of bills on hundreds of 
aubjeets, aonie caUiug for millione of 
dollars In appro|)rlationa, others seek¬ 
ing to fix this or that alleged defect 
in the law or to create some new angle 
to meet some old problem, are dead. 
These repose in the several committee 
cemeteries, some to be resurrected as 
on many occasions in the past when 
the next session duly appears. 

War coming in the last weeks of the 
working period played an important 
part in legislation. The exigencies of 
war furniehed talking points both for 
and against bills, good and indifferent. 
But the blighting hand of the inter¬ 
national strife took exceedingly large 
toll from proposed appropriations. 

Of these the special bills for high¬ 
ways and roads of particular intereat 
to districts and of crying need to local 
•onditions, suffered most. Appropria¬ 
tions were held down with but few ex- 
oeptions to the provisions of tbo Stats 


Budget, prepared by tbe State Board 
of Control and tbe State Controller, 
and applying specifically to tbe general 
appropriation bill to carry on the bus! 
nesa and administration of the State 
government, and also tbe list of special 
appropriations necessary for improve¬ 
ments in State institutions. 

One of the outstanding features of 
the 1917 session was the adherence to 
the budget reromniendations, and the 
diaeouragiug of any trend toward a 
drive on the surplus of $7,500,000 re¬ 
posing in the State Treasury ae a nest 
«>ff 

Constructive legislation played an 
important part in the deliberations. 
Economy was urged and followed some¬ 
what in steering clear of new projects 
entailing large expenditures or commit¬ 
ting tbo State to future lavish use of 
revenues. 

For tbe must part the constructive 
legislation ha* to do with the widening 
of powers and scope of work in de¬ 
partments aud progressive principles 
originated six years ago and put into 
opsration by former Governor Hiram 
W. Johnson. 

A number of big fights, engaging at 
times the attention of the entire State, 
wore won or lost. 

Labor won its Anti-Injunction Bill. 
Capital lost its Compulsory Mediation 
Bill. Every angle of the liquor regu¬ 
lation and prohibition proposals 
went to defeat. The State Oom- 
miaaion Market Director Bill and 
tho State Fish Exchange Bill both 
passed after a bitter session - lung 
struggle. The Non-Sale of Trout Bill 
(Continued on Page Four)

passed. The Workman’s Compensation 
Bill, the Social Insurance Commission 
Bill and various measures giving to 
women more equal rights with men also 
passed. 

Here is a brief resume of the enact¬ 
ments, including some of the most im¬ 
portant measures: 

Labor Legislation 
Organized and unorganized labor 
are benefited by the re-eiiaetment of 
the Workman’s Compensation law. 
The important features of this meas¬ 
ure are the bringing of farmers under 
the Industrial Accident and Insurance 
Commission, the reduction of the wait¬ 
ing period after injury from two weeks 
to ten days, and the safeguarding of 
workmen against loss through failure 
of insurance companies to pay benefits 
in case of accident or illness growing 
out of employment. The Anti-Injunc¬ 
tion Law dees what the title implies— 
prohibits the use of court injunctions 
in labor disputes or strikes. The 
measure follows somewhat the Clayton 
Federal la w. 

Judiciary Reform 

’Two proposed amendments to the 
Constitution were adopted. One pro¬ 
vides for an extra department in the 
Courts of Appeal in Ban Francisco and 
Los Angeles to expedite appeals. The 
other creates municipal or inferior 
oourta in the two large cities to take 
over many civil aetiuns now handled 
in the Superior Courts. Many other 
measures amendiug the codes in mat¬ 
ters pertaining to procedure also were 
pasted. 

Social Insurance — A Constitutional 
amendinsnt was adopted for submission 
to the people, giving the Legislature | 
authority to establish social or health 
insurance laws as may be doemed nee- 
eeeary. The Social Insuranoe Commis¬ 
sion, created by the Legislature of 
1915, was continued to proceed with its 
work of collecting data on the subjects 
of social and health insurance, and has 
an appropriation of (82,800 with which 
to carry this work to complefion. 

Housing Laws—Thrsa measures pro¬ 
viding fur better bouiiag conditions, 
better sanitation and a greater degree 
of safety were sent to the Governor. 
The size of rooms, the ventilation fea 
tures. lighting and hall way eonditiors 
in tenement houses are provided for. 

Blue Sky Law 

The old Investment Companies .4ct, 
known as the Blue Sky Law, receives 
a new name—Corporate Securities .4ct 
—and the powers of the Couimiasiouor 
are enlarged, and the scope of the law 
hruadeuod. One of the big new features 
of the law is the giving of power to the 
State over the brokers who sell stock 
in the State. This is to reach the sell¬ 
ers of wild cat stock from other States, 
which could not be reached under the 
old law. .-Vdded protection is given 
to investors as well ns to the legiti 
mate corporations doing business in the 
State. The law as reframed is stronger 
and in the interest of those concerns 
which do legitimate business in Cali¬ 
fornia. 

Fish Exchange and Market Director 
The Fish Exchange Bill gives to the 
.State Market Ditsclor the power to 
cre.-ite exchanges, control the selling 
and fixing of prices of fith, and requires 
dealers to pay a fee for the asaiaten 
ance of the department. It ie designed 
to prevent the dumping of fish into the 
ocean and bays by the so-ealled fish 
trust in order to hold up the price of 
fish. It aims to bring this food com 
modity within the reach of the poor 
by fixing reasonable and juat pHeee 
therefor. 

This act ii predicated on the theory 
that the fish belong! to the State, and 
therefore the Htate baa the right to 
control its distribution. The Market 
Director — Colonel Harris Weinetock, 
the father of the bill — is given wide 
powers, and the State will be in abeo 
lute control of this food and ita dis¬ 
tribution. 

The Htate Market Commission Aot, 
created in 1»I5, is broadened. The 
prineipal fight against the Market Di¬ 
rector during the session was because 
he did not carry out the provieions of 
the original law—the eatabliehmant of 
State market depots for the handling 
of products directly frem the producer 
to the cousuiuer. The measure passed 
gives the Director power to do what 
be had been doing without authority 
in law—the encouragement of organi¬ 
zation of producers, co-operative asso¬ 
ciations for disposing of crops and 
bringing producers, distributors and 
consumers together. 

He is vested with wide advisory 
powers, and also shall collect data on 
supply, demand, prices, movement and 
distribution of foods. 

This was one of the bitter fights of 
the session, opponents of the Director 
endeavoring to abolish the Department. 
Land Oolonlzation, or Rural Credits 
In this moasure the State launches 
upon a big colonization project to 
demonstrato the highest metlmda of col¬ 


onization and the working of rural 
credits. The meusurc came out of the 
investigations of the State Rural Cred¬ 
its Commission. 

The object is to start a “back to 
the soil’’ movement by encouragtug 
men of small capital to enter farmiug. 
A Board of five will administer the 
act. In brief, it provides that the State 
shall purchase 10,000 acres of land, 
which will he subdivided into small 
farms and sell to legitimate settlers sf 
small means on liberal credit terms. 

Sales are to be made on loans with 
amortizing payments extending to not 
more than 40 years, and with the right 
to pay off the loan in five years. In¬ 
terest is to be at the lowest possible 
minimum. An appropriation of $2(50,(JOO 
is made with which to purchase the 
10,000 acres. | 

This projeet, it is planned, will bo j 
worked out by taking advantage, so far i 
as possible, of the Federal Rural Cred 
its Law. 

Public Utilities Act 
Increased jiirisdietion of the State 
Railroad Commi.siion is given in this 
enaetment over public service concerns. 
It extends power of the Commission 
over automobiles engaged in freight 
and [.assenger traffic between munici¬ 
palities. Another bill, known as the 
.litney Bus Bill, places jitneys under 
the Railroad Commi.ssion for regulation. 

h'ish and Game Legislation — The 
most important in this subdivision is 
the non-sale of trout measure. It pro¬ 
hibits the sale of trout. Another bill 
permits the sale of ilomsstieated trout, 
and still another permits the shipment 
of domesticated trout from other 
Htatas. 

The killing of an alk ia made a fel¬ 
ony in one bill; Jackrabhits are classed 
as predatory animals in another; pro¬ 
tection is taken from the yellow-bani- 
mer, and a bill prohibits the chasing 
' ef deer in season with more than one 
I ^og- 

1 Still another bill provides that the 
head and antlers of a deer must be kept 
for ten days. The trout fishing season 
is made fifteen days longer. 

Education 

One of the most important of the 
msasurss affecting edue.ation is the pro 
I>ossd umendiiieut to the constitution 
for free text books for the High 
Schools. It doss not carry provision 
for manufacture by the Htate nor for 
a uniform course of study. The text 
booke shall be furnished by the dis 
triete, not the State.
